Am- 
bition is crushed out of the individual 
because of his forced limitation of 
initiative. The son is forced to walk 
in the same path of industry as his 
father, his gi'andfather, his great 
grandfather have trodden. The 
fruits ,qf his labor becornes the com- 
mon intreat of the whole family and 
thus his interest for progress is 
thwarted. His individuality is 
crushed. He lacks the consicouness 
that he can do something. 

We need men to-day that are stir- 
red with enthusiasm and have the 
consciousness that they can do some- 
thing — that enthusiasm for useful-

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Besides my regular home 
and irregular duties, too, I spend 
from one to two hours at the dispen- 
sary, daily, waiting on patients, most 
of whom have ugly sores to be dress- 
ed. I have had no training as a nurse 
or doctor but through the help of 
experienced missionaries I have 
learned to care for patients with itch, 
eczema, and infected ulcers, sore 
toes, ear aches and other minor 
aches. 

Every morning as the clock strikes 
nine I look toward the dispensary to 
see how many patients are lined up 
on the veranda. Sometimes there are 
ten, twelve, other times there are 
more or less. At present, when the 
monsoon is in full blast not so many 
come — an average of eight per day. 
During clear weather an average of 
twelve come daily just for dressings. 
This does not include the ones com- 
ing for other purposes. The ones we 
treat we must have come at certain 
hours, else we would have no time 
for anything else. As a rule, the 
sores and ulcers are in. bad shape.

Her autographs collection 
will be valuable some day, and every 
one answers her letters! Frorr 
Maine to Florida, from Atlantic tc 
Pacific, Sarah has a host of friends. 
She is never lonely any more, and af 
for Henry — well, these people are 
beginning to be his friends, too! 

Often Sarah hears him calling 
long before he reaches the house: 

“Oh, Sarah! You’ve got a letter 
from that miner fellow in Oregon 
the one the car fell on and paralyzed 
and there’s a bundle of papers from 
Utah.

OUR FOREFATHERS IN 
HOLLAND 


The name Puritan may not be ap- 
plied to the people of any one sect or 
any one country. The name stood 
or morality, pure thinking, and 
freedom in many lands. 

The great Elizabeth hated and 
feared the Puritans for she saw in 
their love of freedom a great men- 
ace to a monarchial government. So 
she persecuted and thwarted them as 
much as it was policy to do for, on 
the other hand, they were her strong- 
est bulwark against the hated power 
of Spain. Hence such ministers as 
Walsingham and Bacon were chosen, 
all of whom had a decided leaning 
toward Purtanism. 

During the persecutions of Alva 
great numbers of Dutch Puritans 
sought . refuge in England. These 
were welcomed and protected be- 
cause they brought with them knowl- 
edge .which became in time the 
source of England’s greatest wealth. 
Every head of a family was a skilled 
artisan in some pursuit. These ref- 
ugees brought with them their Bibles 
and their knowledge of what it 
meant to live under conditions of 
freedom. 'They settled among people 
oppressed and ignorant but capable 
of responding quickly to teaching. 

So the great missionary work be- 
gan. The Bible came to be read to 
a great extent among the common 
people. Puritanism grew and from 
their Bibles they drew high stand- 
ards and great love of freedom.

Elizabeth died unmourned and 
James came to the throne embittered 
with his fruitless contests with the 
Scotch Presbyterians. He was de- 
termined that he would never be 
dominated by the Puritans as he had 
been by their brothers across the 
border. “I will make them conform,” 
said he, “or I will harry them out of 
the land.” 

The districts where the Dutch had 
made their homes were the hotbeds 
of English Puritanism. Norwich sent 
the first Separatist Colony to Hol- 
land and in the adjoining county of 
Lincoln the Pilgrim Fathers organiz- 
ed their congregation. The same 
district furnished the most of the 
colonists for New England. 

In the latter days of Elizabeth, 
when most of the Separatists had 
either been driven out or oppressed, 
there existed a little congregation at 
Gainsborough upon Trent. William 
Brewster and William Bradford, a 
youth of seventeen, were members 
of the congregation which was later 
joined by John Robinson. Persecu- 
tion still continued even in this ob- 
scure spot and the congregation di- 
vided into two parts. The first un- 
der the leadership of their pastor 
moved to Amsterdam. “These,” 
wrote Bradford, “afterward falling 
into some errors in ye Low Coun- 
tries, there for ye most part buried 
themselves and their names.” The 
second part continued to meet at 
Scrooby, the manor house of Brew- 
ster, But here also persecution 
■ought them out and “Some were 
aken and clapt up in prison, others 
had their houses besett and watcht

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however poor, could always get 
credit from the tradesmen. They 
were willing to work at anything 
that would bring them a living. 

But the ways of this new land 
where the Pilgrims found themselves 
must have appeared strange to them. 
The systematic legal toleration of all 
persons who professed to be follow- 
ers of Christ was amazing at that 
time and unknown in any other 
country and was treated with un- 
speakable scorn by contemporary 
writers of other lands. 

But the life in spite of the relig- 
ious freedom was very wearying. 
Such was their extreme poverty that 
the children had to be put to work 
at a very early age. The young men 
went to sea or entered the army. 
Then the strict Puritan looked with 
abhorrence at the liberal way the 
Hollander observed the Sabbath. Ab- 
sorption into a foreign nation seem- 
ed imminent. Then jealously pre- 
served their English customs, tra- 
ditions and language. They had a 
strong spirit of nationality and self 
government, nothing ljut founding a 
new state according to their own 
ideas would satisfy them. There was 
not a foot of unoccupied territory 
in the Old World. The only favor- 
able outlook was across the Atlantic 
in America where already there was 
a flourishing settlement in Virginia. 

In 1620 about one-third of the 
congregation, led by Brewster and 
full of the Netherland ideas, crossed 
the Atlantic and founded the new 
colony of Plymouth. Others follow- 
ed later and of those who remained 
behind, some like Robinson died in 
the faith and some became absorbed 
in the Dutch churches. No traces 
of them appear in Dutch annals lat- 
er than 1666. 

William of Orange once said in 
writing to his wife, “I have resolved 
to place myself in the hands of the 
Almighty that He may guide me 
whither it is His good pleasure that 
I should go. I see well enough that 
I am destined to pass this life in 
misery and labor with which I am 
wel'. content since it thus pleases the 
Omnipotent, for I know that I have 
merited still greater chastisement. 1 
only implore Him graciously to send 
me strength to endure with patience.” 
“This,” says a modern writer, “is 
the keynote of Puritanism that was 
to rejuvenate the world. It was the 
confidence in an all-wise over-ruling 
Providence that led to the triump of 
the Dutch Republic, nerved the 
arms of the Ironsides who fough'^ 
with Cromwell, kept up the hopes of 
Washington, and inspired the heart 
of a Lincoln and a Grant.”

since a profound influence upon life, 
public and private. 

It is also a remarkable Providence 
that the new system of Christian 
philosophy was expressed in the three 
elect languages — Greek, the lan- 
guage of culture ; Latin, the lan- 
guage of law; and Hebrew, the lan- 
guage of religion.

But as the culture was 
carried north across the Alps and 
western Europe, the real heart and 
essence of it was acquired and 
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inner 

conveyed by the Teutons and the 
Anglo-Saxons. And when the cult 
was translated into the English lan- 
guage, by a combined effort of Eng- 
lish and American scholars, over r 
million copies of the English Bible 
were ordered before the day of pub- 
lication (May 17, 1881), and within 
a few months nearly three million 
copies were sold. This fact of his- 
tory is the best proof that the two 
freest and most progressive nations 
of the earth revere the Bible as thr 
guardian angel of pub'.ic and private 
virtue. And, without doubt, it w'il! 
be the English speaking people who 
in our modern age will be the bear- 
ers of the Christian Ideals among al’ 
peoples, with their cosmopolitan and 
almost universal language of all na 
tions of the world.

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1 EDGAR A. GUEST LECTURE. 

The great poet who was with us on 
' Saturday afternoon Dec. 8, reading 
to us some twenty-seven of his own 
productions seemed to be well at 
home in our chapel, talking as famil- 
iarly and informally as though he 
had known us all his life. A more 
unassuming man it would be hard to 
find than Edgar Guest, who by his 
simple attire and almost boyish man- 
ner suggests the every-day life of 
work-shop and office and farm which 
he loves to exalt. But there was a 
fervor in his voice and a grip upon 
truth which caused every one in the 
crowded room to hang upon his 
words as though they came from an 
oracle. Hardly could a greater 
amount of satisfaction and inspira- 
tion be packed into the space of an 
I hour and a half. With the true in- 
•ight of a philosopher the speaker 
pointed out the inconsistencies and 
errors of mortals in a droll and gen- 
ial spirit from which there was ab- 
sent the sting of sarcastic wit, and 
which made the hearer willing to 
take the lesson to himself without 
feeling that he had been preached to. 

Mr. Guest’s admirable faculty of 
portraying a person’s eccentricities 
n a realistic manner is illustrated in 
he first poem he read on Saturday: 
Suggestions From the Rear. With 
rare skill he characterizes a nervous 
■'.voman seated behind her husband in 
an automobile and expressing her 
nxiety in repeated warnings agi inst 
danger. In this poem, as well as in 
ai! the selections which he gives tc 
hi.- audiences, it is hard to tell which 
s more effective, the speaker’s origi- 
nal style of uttering the lines or the 
harpy choice of phrases in the lines 
which presents to the mind a circum- 
stance as real as life putting Ibe em- 
phasis exactly where he wants it, 
iatfing the nail squarely on the head. 

In Father’s Junk Box, Mr. Guest 
takes opportunity to pay a beautiful 
tribute to his father, who always hes- 
itated to throw away any article as 
u.seless and who similarly saw virtue 
in his fellow man where others .saw 
only the unlovely and the detestable. 
The simple, charming way in which 
ho m.onolizes upon us one ennobling 
trait of character which we may be- 
gin at once to cultivate. 

In no one of his poems that the 
speaker read to his audience did his 
sentiment have a truer ring than in 
the little skit. Wiping His Shoe.t. 
Noticing his fellowtownsman careful- 
ly using the door-mat preparatory to 
entering his home, Mr. Guest sees a 
spiritual application in the process 
He would have every man, as he en- 
ters the door of his home at the close 
of the day’s activity, brush from his 
mind and his memory all the dust of 
business annoyance as well as every 
impure impression, and bring a clean 
soul and a cheerful spirit into the 
presence of the home folks. 

This “poet of the plain people’’ 
does not attempt a profound elucida- 
tion of world problems; and we 
w'ould not have all men upon the 
platform to be Edgar Guests, for we 
need those who will analyze for us 
great issues, give us constructive 
programs, and blaze new trails into 
the future. But we are sure that 
this peculiar genius from Detroit has 
a great mission in making us con- 
tent with the present as it is, in 
causing us to discover diamonds at 
our own hearth-fires. He is the peer 
; of the men on this side the Atlantic 
and beyond who like Riley with pen 
or word of mouth invest the weari- 
some round of duty which devolves 
upon us all with a halo and a deep 
eternal meaning.

were presented by four students. 

The first viewpoint was that o.' 
preparation. The speaker felt tha’ 
-ve all hate war but in case it be 
comes necessary we must fight. Ou 
only point of difference was thr 
method. Preparation for war was 
stressed because of the following 
reasons: 

1. You can’t prevent war by say 
ing you don’t like it. 

2. No international thug will at 
■-ack a prepared nation. 

3. Hi.story proves to us that un 
preparedness is a breeder of war. 

4. Preparedness will reduce th: 
cost of life and length of war. 

5. It is the duty of the state tr 
protect its citizens. 

6. Christ realized we have a re- 
ciprocal dutv to the state. 

7. It will reduce war and ther 
we can turn our full energicss tr 
’’reaching Christ. 

The second viewpoint was that wa 
is unchristian, and should be abo' 
ished by education but that non-re 
sibtance is for the present impraetic 
able.

A.S a result of this feeling there ha’ 
developed a southern movemrn 
known as the Inter-racial Commis- 
sion working for a better understand- 
ng between black and white. They 
aim to break down race prejudice 
and to avoid discrimination on basis 
of color. The negro should have hi' 
individuality preserved in order that 
he may make his contribution to the 
world. 

A colored student from New Yorl 
said that discrimination makes for 
difference. I want the negro to be- 
come cultured, we dare not discrim 
inate. Culture comes only thru con 
tact. The negro does not ask that 
they may be our “brothers-in-law” 
but only our brothers in Christ.” The 
negro wants his race to have just ar 
pure a womanhood as the white rac( 
has. But how shall this be accom- 
plished as long as we frown at inter- 
marriage and permit double stand- 
ards of morality among white men? 
The negro wants to be friendly bu’ 
by no means familiar. 

A northern student said we must 
face the challenge. It is a chal- 
lenge to our sympathies. We havi 
too long been discriminating on p 
basis of race and creed, and failed ti 
do so on the basis of character. 

A Phillipino .student said the mair 
ask of the world a“: present is to se 
cure world peace. We can do thi 
only when Lve fully realize there i.' 
no such thing as innate superiority 
of races. We must not only believe 
it ourselves but preach and advocat- 
it by our conduct and lives. 

Following these four discussion: 
the following suggested proposals for 
action yvere given : 

1. That we eliminate the idea of 
white - superiority on our campuses 
and wherever possible. 

2. That we organize “get-togeth- 
er” groups where students of differ- 
ent races come and freely discuss 
their problems. Such groups would 
foster better spirit in our college 
life.

Interest cannot 
be continued because there is no di- 
rect personal interest in the pro- 
gram. With lack of interest come" 
decreased efficiency and eventually 
work becomes drudgery; living be- 
comes existing in the continual mo- 
notonous round of daily wage earn- 
•ing. 

However, man employers have 
been searching for a program by 
which men could be given human 
freedom and have their individuali- 
ty preserved in this gi-eat industrial 
process. 

Perhaps the chocolate industry of 
York, England offers one of the most 
successful examples of this sort of 
endeavor. The employer here must 
stand for a living wage — a wage 
that shall enable the workingman tc 
live decently. He must be able to 
feed the family nourishing food, pro- 
vide proper clothing and enjoy a' 
least a few cultural advantages. 

He stands for an eight hour work 
period. No laborer can give his bes' 
service when fatigue has decreased 
his energy.

Hershey Chocolate Plant. This trii 
was not taken for pleasure but fo 
the purpose of studying the organi- 
zation of the Hershey Plant. 

The class left the College at 11:0( 
A. M. in automobiles, had lunch at 
a Hershey restaurant and went to 
the Hershey Chocolate Company 
Office at 1:00 P. ML where they 
were supplied with two guides. On< 
guide took the ladies through the 
entire plant and the other guide 
took the gentlemen. 

The first place visited in the fac- 
tory was the Recreation Hall where 
the employees gather to eat theii 
lunch and dance to the music of z 
piano. 

We were then taken to the mix- 
ing room which is three hundrei 
feet longer than the Woolwortl 
Building. Here all the chocolate i 
mixed from ninety-six to one hun 
dred and twenty hours and is kep 
at a temperture from 110 to 115 
degrees. 

From this floor the melted choco 
late is carried by tubes to the 
moulding room when the almond; 
are added to the melted chocolate 
Aften the almonds and the chocolat; 
are well mixed then it is carried 
through a refrigerator room. The 
vibrations of this machine make 
the room so noisy that it is impos 
sible for any one to talk in the 
moulding room. After the chocolate 
has passed through the refrigeratoi 
room it is as cold as ice and is the; 
taken out of the moulds and sent t 
the wrapping room where it i 
wrapped in tissue paper and ther 
packed in boxest 

The boxes are all made by ma 
chine. At first it is only a fla" 
piece of cardboard) then the the cor- 
ners are cut out after which girl: 
paste them together. The boxe: 
are then sent to the sealing depart 
ment. One motion of the machin 
folds the paper around the box an 
makes it airtight. 

We were also taken to the ‘,kis 
room” where the Hershey Buds arc 
made. Everything is done by ma 
chine. They are moulded by ma- 
chine, wrapped and a small strip of 
tissue paper with the name “Her- 
shey” printed on it, is all done au 
tomatically. Years ago they wer 
all wrapped by hand. 

The printing is all done in th' 
Plant. The wrappers are embossed 
and engraved in silver. 

Several carloads of candy and 
chocolate are shipped every day. 
For convenience the rails are laid 
on the ground floor and the Hershej 
products can be' loaded right on the 
cars from the shipping room. 

The class feels very grateful te 
Mr. Gallagher who furnished them 
with guides, and extended everj 
courtesy possible. 

We were most agreebly surprised 
when we left the building and were 
handed several boxes of Hershey 
Chocolate Bars.

With the above books is also in- 
cluded the Century atlas of the 
world, revised and enlarged edition 
There are new maps of Alaska, 
Canada, Oklahoma and the SoutI 
Polar regions with exploratioi 
routes; and two maps showing the 
development of inter-urban electrie 
lines in the New England, Middle 
Atlantic and Central States. Excepl 
where a large scale map is needed 
the Century atlas is generally more 
satisfactory than any other work o 
its kind. , The general index con 
tains 185,000 names.

the TRAINING OF A 

COMMERCIAL TEACHER 


Several inquiries have been made 
regarding the increase in enrollment 
from the beginning down to the 
present time. Figures I and II re- 
present the facts as gathered from 
the annual college catalogues. 


Commercial Education does not 
’Old and has never held its proper 
place in the Educational program of 
the United States. Nor will this po- 
sition ever be attained until the 
standard of the commercial teacher 
■las been raised. Too often the High 
School teachers of commerce has 
been recruited from the private bus- 
iness college and the business col- 
lege teacher is asked to meet no 
definite requirement save that of 
price . The most meagre qualifica- 
tions if they suffice to put the pupil 
"hrough in the required ten or 
twelve months, will be accepted by 
the owner of a private school, if be- 
of the lack of preparation and

professional training the teacher is 
willing to accept a low salary. 

It is a most humbling admission 
for a commercial teacher to make 
but in far too many cases the teach- 
er is teaching subjects in which she 
herself has failed to “make good,” 
or would unquestionably fail should 
she attempt to use them in a, prac- 
tical way. 

The solution of course, lies in 
better salaries and the teacher of 
strictly commercial branches can 
justly demand a higher salary than 
a teacher of academic subjects 
since a proper and sufficient train- 
ing for teaching of these courses 
fits her permanently for a complete 
and successful business career. 

The three requirements stressed 
by White for the academic teacher 
are quite as necessary for the com- 
mercial teacher and even demand 
consideration from a broader view- 
point. Preparation, professional 
training and character cover com- 
pletely the needs of all teachers 
training and of these the first, pre- 
paration, should include as a basis 
a High School education or its e- 
quivalent with a very careful and 
thorough mastery of the common 
grammer school subjects. If, as is 
too often the case, an inadequate 
preparation is permiUed no amount 
of later study will fix the elements 
of spelling, grammar, arithmetic, 
etc., in the mind of the teacher and 
in vez’y many cases it is just these 
elements she will be required to 
teach rather than advanced work 
especially in evening schools, con- 
tinuation and Americanization 
schools. 

White’s second point, professional 
training is the weakness in the arm- 
or of the present day commercial 
teacher but it is a weakness that is 
being steadily overcome as the de- 
mands of better equipped teachers

In figure I the total enrollment 
exclusive of duplicates is represent- 
ed by years in graphic form. The 
vertical height of each column re- 
presents the number of students giv- 
en at the top of each column. At 
the base is shown the year when the 
given enrollment was reached, e.g. in 
1900-1901 the total enrollment was 
27 students as indicated on the left 
hand side of figure I. The tabulated 
data from which figure I is drawn 
will be found in the middle column 
of figure II.

In justice to herself the teacher 
should follow her High School with 
normal or college training because 
it is practically impossible for any 
one to teach a subject unless they 
know far more about that subject 
than they hope to teach of it. The 
poor teacher who hopes to teach suc- 
cessfully a branch in which she is 
only a few lessons ahead of her pu- 
pils courts disaster for herself and 
is guilty of a serious wrong to her 
class. Every teacher needs, when 
she faces a class, the self-confidence 
and poise that can result only from 
a complete grasp of the subject she 
hopes to impart to that class. Any 
thing less than thorough preparation 
will give her a feeling of insecurity 
that will be reflected in the work of 
the class she dominates. 

Most Universities and Normal 
Schools meet the demand for com- 
mercial training now to a more or 
less thorough extent and there is 
less excuse for a commercial teach- 
er attempting her work without pro- 
per preparation than for an in- 
structor in many other lines since 
the most elementary training will 
enable her to earn enough to pay 
tutition while she studies in the fin- 
est colleges and normal schools in 
the state. In all of these education- 
al institutions at this time more at- 
tention is being paid to strictly com- 
mercial studies than ever before in 
.heir history and it lies in the hands 
of the teacher herself to accept the 
idvantages such schools offer and to 
refuse to be satisfied with the in- 
efficient inadequate private school 
work which while it may permit her 
:o hold a position will never raise 
icr to the point of highest efficiency 
nor help her give commercial teach- 
ng the dignity which it should right- 
fully enjoy. 

The fact that there are today Uni- 
ersities in this country that confer 
a “degree” for one year’s work and 
.hat such “degrees” are counted but 
.1 farce is due to the lack of a consis- 
tent attitude on the part of commer- 
cial teachers who accept such condi- 
.ions and offer such preparations as 
ample and complete for the same po- 
itions as an academic teacher would 
je glad to reach after four years of 
collegiate work. 

There is grave danger, however, in 
the preparation for commercial 
teaching that the teacher shall con- 
fine herself too strictly to commer- 
cial subjects for getting in the fas- 
cination of accounting and the 
technicalities of shorthand and type- 
writing that she will grow in all 
these subjects after she leaves col- 
lege and should pay more attention 
to these studies which will have the 
greatest cultural value, the fullest 
mental discipline and result in the 
broadening of the teacher’s horizon 
as a person rather than a teacher. 

A teacher who has lived college 
and loved college for even a few 
years will have the greatest possible 
influence on the pupils with whom 
she comes in contact and may be a 
factor in urging them to continue 
in school through High School and 
into college. 

In commercial work this influence 
leading to advanced educationa’ 
work is of more value than in many 
others courses for the environment 
of the commercial pupil is more apt 
to be lacking than elsewhere in just 
such influences. So while each year 
of the commercial school work 
should be a unit that a pupil may 
be fitted for some place in the busi- 
ness world at the close of each year 
the end and ambition of' the teacher 
should be to hold every pupil in 
school for just as long as is possible 
and to fire them with the desire for 
more and more knowledge that 
when they do go to work they will 
strive in every way to continue their 
education and make for efficiency 
.nd effectiveness in whatever line of 
work they may have chosen. 

For the teacher then, who has the 
courage to be . discouraged with a 
limited education and the practical 
ambition to seek the wider fields of 
knowledge this line of work offers 
the greatest possibilities imaginable 
to-daj<. Not only have the subjects 
of commercial work changed and 


j been added to yearly but the con- 
i' tent and methods are constantly be- 
ing improved upon and varied. New 
I systems of bookkeeping and ac- 
counting; new systems of shorthand, 
improved machines and methods of 
typewriting; office appliances; re- 
j cently opened fields in commercial 
I geography ; retail salesmanship ; 
these and a hundred others, offer a 
I variety of fields and pastures new 
ito the commercial teacher unheard 
I of a few years ago and undreamed 
I of in any other line of teaching. j 
j Included with professional train- j 
ing should be the practical experi- I 
ence in office work that should, be- I 
yond question, be a part of each ! 
teacher’s equipment and a part that ■ 
i once proved of utmost value to her I 
I in classroom work. Probably the 
I easiest way for a teacher to secure ; 
' this practical training is by substi- j 
tuting in the place of various em- ' 
j ployees while they are absent for va- 
cation or for any other reason. This 
plan has added the advantage of j 
giving a varied experience and while I 
of course the actual value of a 
month or two in. an office may be 
questioned since the work accom- 
plished would of necessity be super- 
ficial still for a teacher ten months 
in six offices would be of more real 
benefit than ten months in one office. 
If it becomes a question of actual 
experience or college work the ex- 
perience can best be acquired in the 
manner suggested and the college 
work completed to greater extent. 
It has been proven again and again 
that for the most successful com- 
mercial teachers you must look to 
the trained teacher not to the prac- 
tical stenographer, secretary or 
bookkeeper. 

The last consideration in the 
training of a commercial teacher 
character, is of paramount impor- 
tance. The mere fact that one has 
chosen the profession of teaching 
is in itself a signal mark of unself- 
ishness and a desire for service 
since those who seek adventure in 
fortune will surely thin this one 
profession. The time has never been 
and never will come when the teach- 
er can be paid in money for the 
good she does. Like the ministry a 
goodly practice of payment in this 
profession must be the joy and sat- 
isfaction found in the work of edu- 
cating and molding the character 
of the pupils). She deals within en- 
couraging the good and eliminating 
the bad from those boys and girls 
and to the credit of all teachers it 
may be said that most of them find 
in this service a pleasure that more 
than repays the effort made and 
more than balances the disadvan- 
tages of teaching as a life work. 

The teacher of commercial 
branches has an unusual opportuni- 
ty for the welding if this influence 
to her will come the pupils who have 
had the poorest home influences, up- 
on whom poverty has pressed the 
hardest and in many cases, pupils 
to whom the chance of going to 
school at all is a rare privilege. 
Many of her pupils will be able to 
come only for a year or part of a 
course. Here then, is her worth- 
while duty to teach, not only the 
subjects that shall be as tools to that 
pupil for the earning of a livelihood 
but to instill into his mind a broader 
vision and higher ambition for the 
big things in Life ; to show him in 
a sympathetic and intelligent man- 
ner that with courage and proper 
guidance his education may be un- 
limited even though his days of 
schooling” are numbered. If those 
who have the task of training a 
commercial teacher can help her to 
cultivate the sympathetic and inspir- 
ing personality that will accomplish 
this result in her school work they 
may well feel that the last and most 
important of the true teacher’s 
qualities, character, can pass the 
acid test. No teacher can fail to 
realize that in order to teach effect- 
ively faith and coUjrage, ambition 
and truth she must herself be con- 
fident and brave and aspiring and 
true.

SECOND INTERCOLLEGIATE DEBATE OF THE SEASON 


Elizabethtown College has passed 
another mile-stone in her forensic 
history, when on Friday evening, 
March 14th, the Elizabethtown de- 
bating team vanquished the Juniata 
speakers in a live contest held in the 
Elizabethtown College Chapel. The 
affair proved to be one of the most 
entertaining features of the school 
year. 

Fluency, vigor, sarcasm, and hu- 
mor featured the speeches of both 
teams, and in the opinion of the 
audience the earnestness of the de- 
baters and their pleasing personali- 
ties were great factors in holding the 
interest of the hearers. The question 
argued was; “Should the United 
States Enter the World Court, as it 
is now Constituted?” Elmer Eshel- 
man, ’24, Ralph Frey, ’25, and 
Sheldon S. R. Madeira, ’24, repre- 
sented the home-team, and upheld 
the affirmative side of the question ; 
while Messrs. Howard Dewey Keiper, 
’25, Kenneth Bechtel, ’24, and Ed- 
ward Van Ormer, '24, son of Dr 
Van Ormer, Professor of Philosoph; 
of Juniata College, represented the 
Juniata Team, and showed great de- 
bating ability in upholding the 
negative side of the question. 

In the constructive speeches of 
both teams a keen competition war 
evident, but when the affirmative 
side appeared on the stage in their 
rebuttal speeches, all the fluency, 
logic, and oratory of the Juniatr. 
team did not triumph over the clear 
and convincing arguments presented 
by the affirmative speakers. Mr 
Keiper opened the refutation with 
remarks which occupied severa' 
minutes. The remainder of his 
time was spent on emphasizing his 
constructive speech. In fact this 
was true of the speeches of the 
three negative speakers. Eshelman 
opened the affirmative rebuttal. He 
was earnest, clear, and concise in his 
statements, “driving home” each of 
his points. Mr. Bechtel then con- 
tinued the negative rebuttal in terse.

The judges were M. G. Shaeffer, | 
attorney-at-law, Lancaster, Pa. ; C. S. 
Witmer, attorney-at-law of Palmyra, 1 
Pa.; and H. H. Shenk, Professor of 
English of Lebanon Valley College, 
who gave their decision 2-1 in favor 
of Elizabethtown. 

The Juniata team was undefeated 
in their former debates. They re 
cently defeated the Ursinus off team 
by a 3-0 decision, on the same issue. 
The Elizabethtown team met and 
succes-sfully battled with the Ursinus 
debaters in a dual debate, on Feb- 
ruary 21st, 1924. This debate was 
of the Open Forum type. 

The squad appreciates the hearty 
support which the student body gave 
to them. They are eagerly looking 
forward to April 25th, when they 
will meet another sister school, 
Western Maryland College, located 
at Westminister, Md. This will be 
a dual debate of the judge decision 
type. The Elizabethtown Negative 
team will visit, and the Western 
Maryland negative team will visit 
here. The teams have not yet been 
selected for this “fray”.

The worst hypocrite 
you can find is the one who tries to 
analyze the daily acts of others. We 
are too close to that person to un- 
derstand and appreciate him. We 
need to get a distant view of him 
by looking unto the hills. We should 
not judge people by one or two 
things they do, but we should know 
that under the exterior there is a sin- 
cere soul striving.

Moses lost the true perspective of 
life because he failed to see the 
picture as a whole. 

This is a critical year at college 
for teachers and students, but we 
must keep great principles in mind 
and not be swerved.

No 
hypocritical person has a sincere 
soul. The fundamental thing is not 
the wave on the ocean, but the ocean 
current.

It is a severe indictment againsf 
our system that we can conceive o: 
an educated bad man. Yet it i: 
true. To the ancient Greek thi; 
was impossible. We think of edu- 
cation as an intellectual process — 
of learning things, — things which wc 
think are necessary. But the Greek 
thought of it as a moral process. T 
him education meant that the life 
of the educated must be directe. 
for a higher goal and a nobler pur 
pose. To him there was no divorce 
between intellect and character, be 
tween mind and conscience, betweei 
learning and doingt. By divorcin' 
these we have fostered a system o 
education that is a danger to ou’ 
country and a menace to the Church. 

But, thank Heaven, the ideal i 
changing. The Christian college 
has replaced the mere learning with 
the idea of self -activity. To be tru 
ly educated we must be inspired t- 
higher activities. As we learn mor 
of science, which is simply God’s 
laws, we are drawn closer to Him. 

Kant says, “The only good thinf 
in the universe is a good will.’’ 
Whether that is entirely true or not,

STUDENT GOVERNMENT 

At the opening of the school year the students had the privilege of 
adopting their own rules and regulations which determined their welfare. 
This opportunity of self-government given to the ladies and gentlemen 
meant greater individual responsibility and called for a hearty cooperation 
among students. 

The governing body is vested in a Ladies’ Student Council consisting of 
seven members, and a Gentlemen’s Student Council of the same number. 
The Council members represent the various classes. The Ladies’ Council 
is linked up with the Y. W. W. A. and the Men’s Council with the Y. M. 
W. Al, and it thus becomes a greater unit of organization. 

Thus our new form of governme.nt demanded new Constitutions and 
By-Laws of the Welfare Associations. These Constitutions and By-Laws 
«fere drawn up by committees appointed^ by the presidents of the Welfare 
Associations. The report of these committees showed that they spent 
many hours of difficult, careful, and considerate effort in their work. 
These Constitutions and By-Laws were adopted by the Welfare Organiza- 
tions with some amendments after a few hours of deliberation. The in- 
terest manifested in discussing certain points in these documents shows 
the real importance or value of Student Government. 

Now you ask, “Is student government functioning?” The knocbsr may 
say, “No.” But in answer to this question we must say that it is func- 
tioning. There is no student who would want again the old regime. Stu- 
dent government puts a greater responsibility upon the student, and he is 
eager to prove that he is worthy of self-government. Another evidence 
that student government is functioning is the fact that cooperation in the 
organization exists. Of course there are questions upon which diflferences 
of opinion arise, but these are always brought to an issue and settled in the 
manner in which the best interests of the group require them to be settled 
The interest of the students is shown by their attendance in Welfare Meet- 
ings and by their hearty cooperation. The cooperation of the Faculty with 
the students is a great aid in making strong student government. 

Shall we continue to prove that we are capable of student government? 
Can we turn out our lights ourselves at the proper time or do we really 
need some one stationed on the halls to preserve order? Do we have a 
place for everything and do we have everything in its place? Do we want 
to be told that we can’t govern ourselves? 

We have already proved that we can assume responsibilities. And stu- 
dents that can cooperate are capable of self-government.

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THE NEW DEMERIT SYSTEM 

Article VIII of the By-Laws of the constitution of the Welfare Asso- 
ciation, constitutes the new Demerit System adopted by the students and 
approved by the Faculty of Elizabethtown College. 

The Student Council shall evaluate its penalties in terms of demerits. 
The number of demerits for any particular offense shall be approved by 
the Faculty. When twenty-five demerits have accumulated against any 
student the parents of said student shall be notified immediately by the 
president of the College. A student who receives fifty demerits in any one 
school year shall be suspended from school for a period of two weeks, and 
a student who receives seventy-five demerits in any one school year is ex- 
pelled) from school automatically. In issuing demerits the attitude of the 
offender shall receive due consideration. 

The Student Council may use such other penalties as it deems advis- 
able and as are in keeping with the Constitution and By-Laws of the Wel-

Western Maryland and Elizabethtown 
College Share Glory of Victory 


Visiting Teams Win 2-1. 

Elizabethtown College closed her debating season on Friday, April the 
fwen'y-fifth, when its debating squad met the teams of Western Maryland 
College in a dual debate. The question argued was: Resolved that the 
United States should enter the World Court, as it is now constituted. 
Elizabethtown’s negative team visited at Westminster and the Western 
Maryland team visited at Elizabethtown. 

John Trimmer, *26, opened the discussion for Elizabethtown. He show- 
ed that the present state of conditions is unsatisfactory and also that the 
court is not entangled with the League of Nations. 

Mr. Trader opened the negative argument. In a logical and deliberate 
way he stated that the present court is not a World Court, and that it has 
no compulsory jurisdiction. 

Mary K. Baugher, '26, then continued the affirmative argument. In con- 
cise terms she stated that the World Court is adequate, submitting proof 
for each statement. She proved that adjudication is a more efficient 
means of settling international disputes than arbitration. 

Miss Baugher was followed by Mr. Deahon, second negative speaker. He 
continued! the argument of his colleague, strongly emphasizing the fact 
that the World Court is founded and controlled by the League of Nations. 

Elmer Eshelman, *24, the captain of the team closed the affirmative ar- 
gument. He proved that the World Court is in harmony with American 
ideals, and that the people of the United States want the Court. 

Mr. A. P. Betton, the last negative speaker, repeated the arguments of 
the negative side, and with a chart very convincingly showed that the 
Court is connected with the League of Nations. At the close of the re- 
buttal speeches the judges. Professor W. E. Severance^ Principal of Cen- 
tral High School, Harrisburg, Pa.; Deputy Attorney-General Sterling Mc- 
Ness, of Harrisburg, and Professor Demmy, Principal of the Lititz Schools, 
rendered their decision 2-1 in favor of the negative. 

At the same time our negative team met and defeated the Western 
Maryland affirmative team at Westminster, Md. 

The debate was opened by P. Kelbaugh on the affirmative, whose argu- 
ment was that entrance into the World Court is free from entanglements. 
Ralph Frey, the first negative speaker, in his sincere and forceful way, 
showed that the Hague Tribunal is satisfactory and that a policy of 
aloofness is the best policy for the United States at this time. 

G. Garrett, the second affirmative debater, was very deliberate in his 
delivery and logical in his arguments. Ethel M. B. Wenger, as second 
speaker of the negative side, presented her arguments in fine style, show- 
ing, clearly that the Court has no codified law. 

The affirmative side of the contest was closed by C. Bish, the captain 
of the Western Maryland team, who used a chart to present the argu- 
ments to show entanglements of the Court. , 

Our Captain, Sheldon S. R. Madiera, closed the argument of the nega- 
tive side by showing in his persuasive and forceful way that there is no 

world will for peace. His eloquent oratory and logical reasoning won 
the attention of the au<lience immediately. 

The judges. Dr. Henry M. Fitzbaugh, President of the Maryland Board , 
of Education, Professor M. J. Shroyeh, Westminster Theological Seminary, \ 
and Dr. Henry, of Blue Ridge College, decided 2-1 in favor of the nega- j 
tive team. j 

The contest at both places was well fought and manifested a great a- 
mount of thoughtful preparation. The debaters proved their worth and j 
were a credit to the schools which they represented.

One of the Best 
Chapel Talks 
of the Year 

By Professor J. G. Meyer 

Thinking Determines Character 

The Christian is compared to the 
salt of the earth and the light of the 
world. The thing of special interest 
to Christian teachers and students 
is the brilliancy of the flame. We 
shine brightly as there is less of the 
wick of our own natures and more 
of the flame of His nature. The es- 
sential elements of the flame are 
three: what we SAY and DO and 

ARE. The first two elements conr 
stitute our profession and the last 
is our character. In the order of 
importance what we ARE ranks first 
and should be underscored three 
times; what we DO ranks next and 
should be under scored twice; but 
what we SAY ranks last in import- 
ance and needs to be underscored 
only once. We shine therefore by 
what we “are”, by what we “do”, 
and by what we “say”. 

And we are to-day what we be- 
came during the past days becausq 
of our thought life. The lawyer is 
made by thinking law. The artist 
is made by thinking art. So the mu- 
sician; so the scientist; so the phy- 
sician. The Christian is made by 
thinking in terms of Christ. “As a 
man thinketh in his heart so is he.” 
The things that we are thinking to- 
day are now determining what we 
shall be to-morrow. “Sow a thought, 
reap an act; sow an act, reap a habit; 
sow a habit, reap a character; sow 
a character, reap a destiny.” Our 
houghts are determining our imme-i 
diate and our ultimate destiny. A 
man’s character is as surely made 
of his thoughts as the building you 
are in is determined and made by 
the brick and mortar, the timbers, 
and the other materials. 

The vicious, the immoral, the self- 
ish, the unworthy man or woman is 
so not by mere chance nor by reason 
of an “evil star”! Says Shakespeare, 
“The fault is not on our stars, but 
in ourselves.” To think the untrue 
is to become untrue; to think the dis- 
honest is to become dishonest; to 
think the just is to become unjust;, 
to think the impure is to become im- 
pure. Whatsoever things are lovely 
and of good report, think on these 
things, else you will become unlovely, 
yourself, and of bad repute. The 
man who is in jail to-day thought 
himself there yesterday. If we get 
to heaven it will be because we are 
thinking ourselves there by thinking 
in terms of Christ and all the high- 
est and best in life. 

Whatsoever things are true, think 
on these things. Why? Because 
that is the only way to be pure and 
true. Whatsoever things are honest 
or just, or pure, or lovely, or of good 
report, or if there be any praise 
think on these things. Why? Be- 
cause that is the way to incorporate 
these virtues into our own char- 
acters. 

We can think of tolerance and li- 
berty and justice and kind deeds

A Burke or a Webster may by 
means of the eloquence of silver- 
tongued oratory sway the masses to 
an acceptance of his view on any 
ubject and still the fact remains 
that within a comparatively short 
time the masses do not even know 
that there ever was a Bunker Hill 
speech. 

The Professional man may render 
invaluable service to society by the 
nicety of his works, he may even 
save and prolong life. But soon both 
the man and his deeds fade into 
oblivion. 

And this way one might continue 
the discussion of practically all phas- 
es of life, arriving, each time, at the 
ame conclusion. 

It is enough save one. There is 
a possibility of attaining to the par 
f excellence in sculpture. All the 
world will gaze upon a stature and 
be silent with awe, when they have 
turned their back upon the work, no 
matter how great it may be in ar- 
istic grandeur, they remain un- 
changed. 

“Do men gather grapes of thorns, 
or figs of thistles?” The material 
can result only in the material 
and tangible. The mothers hold the 
destinies of nations in their hands, 
for the hand that rocks the cradle 
rules the world. 

But how can any benefit result if 
you do not make this a personal 
matter? Each of us can truthfully 
say: Oh mother mine, it is you to 

whom I owe all when all others failed 
me I found consolation at your knee. 
You picked me up when I fell, and 
healed my bruises and wounds with 
the magic touch of your angel hands, 
you wiped away my tears, when I 
was sick you healed me, when trou- 
bled you consoled me, and when 
lost you sought me. You led me 
over the thorny path, pointing out 
he way to life eternal. 

Your face may be wrinkled, your 
hair gray, your hands calloused, 
your body bent, and your muscles 
tired. But to me your soul is in- 
finitely beautiful because each wrin- 
kle represents a trouble that I 
caused you, each gray hair a sorrow 
that you bore for me, each callous 
a burden which was mine “of incli- 
nation from the perpendicular” a

Miss Elizabeth Meyer died Mon- 
day, May 19, at the home of Mr. 
John Heilman, 724 North Lime 
street, Lancaster, Penna. The end 
came after a lingering illness. She 
was a graduate of Millersville State 
Normal School, and taught several 
years in the public schools of the 
county. Miss Meyer has been a 
teacher at the College since its 
founding, twenty-four years ago, 
and she was the only member of 
the original faculty still on the 
teaching staff. During all thesd 
years she was a conscientious and 
loyal and self-sacrificing; and while 
her scrupulous insistence upon a 
high standard of living and good 
behavior was sometimes resented by 
those under her charge, no one 
could doubt her devotion co the 
right, her love for the cause of re- 
ligion, and her sincere desire to in- 
fluence the young people about her 
for good. While she stood fearlessly 
for her convictions and faced criti- 
cism without flinching or yielding, 
she was also sympathetic and kind, 
and had a warm place in the heart 
of many a studnet, who will bless 
her memory. Her very eccentric! 
ties endeared her to us. 

Miss Meyer had a clear concep- 
tion of the ideals which lived in the 
minds of the Founders, and as the 
greater Elizabethtown College de- 
veloped she was ever solicitous that 
these first principles should not be 
lost. Thus she was a link between 
the old and the new.- This deep con- 
cern and anxiety for the cause, the 
thoroughness with which she did 
her classroom work, her faithful at- 
tendance upon the suffering by day 
and night, all this may well have 
shortened her life. But she has not 
lived in vain. Bravehearted and 
faithful, thus shall we think of her, 
now that she has gone from us to be 
with her Lord.

EXTRACTS OF SERMON AT MISS 
MYER’S FUNERAL 

The text “And whosoever liveth 
and believeth in me shall never die. 
Believeth thou this?” is very well 
chosen and altogether appropriate. 
Miss Myer is not dead she liveth. 
She lives more to-day than ever be- 
fore. Her life is intensified and 
multiplied by her death. While we 
are here in this house of mourning 
the mails are carrying hundreds of 
letters speaking of her noble life. 
Her friends everywhere are recount- 
ing what her life meant to them. 
Her enemies are agreeing that she 
was right in the seemingly narrow 
views she held as firm convictions. 
They are confessing this openly now. 

The best argument in favor of the 
value of Christianity is a life de- 
voted to the service of the Master. 
We ministers may speak ever so 
strongly in defense of the Christian 
faith yet it is weak along-side-of the 
ai’gument of a good Christian life. 
Miss Myer could not have taught so 
vigorously, enthusiastically, effec- 
tively, and grandly had she not been 
a Christian of marked zeal and pas- 
sionately loyalty. 

We know Miss Myer believed in 
prayer and the power of prayer. She 
prayed many problems through. She 
frequently fasted and persevered in 
prayer. She shall be missed in the 
school prayer meetings, in the class- 
room, in faculty meeting, because 
of her deep consecration. Elizabeth- 
town College is at least partly what 
it is because of the influence of this 
big hearted Christian personality, 
Elizabeth Myer, who moved and 
lived among us. 

We like to think of the men of the 
Bible who walked with God. It is 
(said of Enoch that he “walked with 
God: and he was not: for God took 
him.” So we like to think of Miss 
Myer. She walked with God. Fre- 
quently during the last ten years 
she would take off a day on account 
of physical exhaustion and walk 
with God a day only to return to us 
with renewed zeal. During later 
years because of failing health she 
left her work more frequently to i 
walk with God. Later she walked : 
with God several days or even weeks ' 
at a time but was again restored to 
us. Once she took off a half year 
to walk with God and again came 
back to her work. But last fall dur- 
ing the present school year she took 
a longer walk and stayed away 
from her classroom for months when < 
finally night overtook her, and she ’ 
was not, for God took her. She went ' 
with him all the way to eternity. i 

Miss Myer was not a mother and ’ 
yet she had the heart of a mother. ^ 
She took the place of many a moth- 1 
er. To-day more than three thou- 
sand students claim her as their f 
mother because of the motherly con- 1 
cern and because of the motherly • 
interest she took in every student. 1 
To-day many rise up and call her 
blessed. She lives in the lives of ^ 
thousands. Her ideals are adopted ^ 
by hundreds. The good she has ^ 
done lives after her. Her influence ‘ 
sweeps on in ever widening circles' ' 
touching multiplied hundreds until 
finally these circles break on eter- ^ 
nity’s shore. < 

She had the courage of her con- ' 
victions, living up to what she be- 
lieved to be right. She was the first * 
plain lady to graduate from Millers- 
ville State Normal School where she 
was respected by members of the 
faculty and admired by fellow stu- 
dents for her Christian courage as 1 
well as for other genuine traits of 
Christian character. Frequently she ! 
stood alone and was sometimes mis- ( 
understood for standing firmly only . 
to be admired & respected in the end. 

Miss Myer’s last -wish was that i 
her friends meet her in Heaven. She 
hoped her life would count for some- 1 
thing worth while here and that the ] 
way for others might have been 
made clearer. May her wish come 
true. May we all so live as to meet 
her in Heaven. (

A short memorial program was 
held in the College Chapel on Thurs- 
day, May 22, in memory of Miss 
Elizabeth Meyer, who was a member 
of the faculty of Elizabethtown 
College for twenty-four years. 

Professor H. H. Nye spoke on the 
life of Miss Meyer as a teacher. 
Her life was a radiating life for she 
had friends in all parts of the 
country. Her life had gone out in- 
to the lives of others. She was an 
ideal teacher in the classroom. She 
demanded thorough work from her 
pupils; she was very earnest and 
sincere. As a hall teacher or precep- 
tress she was concerned about the 
welfare of the girls and her heart 
followed them wherever they went. 
She was not a mother, but had a 
motherly heart. Her general attitude 
commanded one’s confidence. She was 
just and conscientious. She was 
charitable, her hand was always 
ready to give. 

Professor R. W. Schlosser, a for- 
mer student of Miss Meyer, told 
what she stood for. She had a re- 
markable zeal for truth and set 
forth high ideals that came from the 
depths of her heart. Her Christian 
womanhood was radiant in the class- 
room. Back of what she gave there 
was a deep conscientiousness, a firm 
conviction. She was a strong be- 
liever in prayer. She was whole- 
hearted in the service of the Church. 
She had a deep self-sacrifice, helping 
many students. She was firm in her 
ideas, but back of it all a loving 
heart. Miss Meyer built her life into 
the warp and woof of many who 
had been students. She has carried 
her life into the hearts of boys and 
girls and the students who have now 
gone out into the world as her monu- 
ments. The students quartette then 
sang “Lead Kindly Light”, one of 
Miss Meyer’s favorite hymns. Some 
of the students who had known Miss 
Meyer best, gave short talks of what 
Miss Meyer meant to their life. 

Ethel Wenger found in Miss Myer 
the characteristics of a god-mother, 
who gave inspiration and ideals. She 
inbibed into others the things that 
make for true manhood and true 
womanhood. We can live purer, 
holier, and nobler lives, by having 
known a great personality. 

Roy Miller paid his highest tribute 
to her by saying that she upheld the 
beaty of life, and instilled in us 
ideals of purity by living the life she 
lived. 

Louise Trimmer found in Miss 
Meyer one who was able to under- 
stand us better than anyone else. 
Her whole life was for the interest 
of others. In her life is seen the 
ideal of the great Master Teacher. 

Aaron Briedenstine saw in Miss 
Meyer a secret silent influence which 
constantly radiated from her life.

He 
was also a hopeful youth from the 
standpoint of his attitude. He came 
humbly and knelt at Jesus’ feet. He 
recognized Jesus as a teacher and 
came to him as one in authority. 
Doubtless he was sincere. 

Jesus’ attitude on the other hand 
was one of a great teacher and 
friend. He not only loved him but 
also saw the possibilities within him. 
When Jesus touched his defect he 
found lack of whole-hearted allegi- 
ance to God. This defect kept 
him from reaching the highest plane 
of development. God invariably 
looks for sincere devotion and whole 
hearted consecration. In the Chris- 
tian life there must be both a ver- 
tical and a horizontal connection. 
In the case of the young ruler the 
vertical connection, relation with 
God, was intact but the horizontal 
connection, service to fellowmen 
was in need of readjustment. There- 
fore Jesus asked him to serve God 
by following his fellowmen. 

The lack of one essential charac- 
teristic may help men from eternal 
life. One failure may cause bank- 
ruptcy. One medicine not properly 
applied may cause death. One joint 
may cause the failure of life. This 
one lack in a vital connection deter- 
mined the incompleteness of the 
young ruler’s life.

BE STILL AND KNOW THAT I 
AM GOD 

Psa. 46:10 

On reading this Psalm one is im- 
pressed with the appealing simplici- 
ty of the psalmist. With it all there 
is grandeur and awe and sublimity. 
Whether the background is hypothe- 
tical or historical is not definitely 
known, but many authorities believe 
that the occasion for its writing was 
either the destruction of Sennacher- 
ib’s army or the deliverance of Is- 
rael’s King Jehoshaphat from grave 
peril. 

- The scene opens in Chaos and 
rude darkness. It is written in ex- 
alted and dramatic poetry. The 
writer depicts the earth as reeling 
on its foundations. The psalmist 
with telling strokes dashes into the 
vivid sketch the sense of awful vi- 
olence and finished ruin. Fiercely 
the hurricanes rage, the waters foam 
in crested wrath, the mountains sink 
back again into the devouring seas 
and are smothered in their angry 
depths. All of which is typical of 
warring nations, changing earthly 
kingdoms, a restless world and 
quarreling, wavering, worldly hu- 
manity. 

Suddenly the psalmist pictures a 
groat calm to the soul who trusts in 
God. “Be still, and know that I am 
God.” God is our refuge and 
strength, a very present help in trou- 
ble. God uttered his voice, the 
earth melted. The Lord of hosts is 
with us; the God of Jacob is our re- 
fuge. 

The child of God may enjoy peace 
in the midst of the storms of war 
and the tumult of the world even 
though the world Itself shall come 
to ruin. If God protects us then 
hell itself may rage. 

As long as we are in the world we 
are always in contact with the 
world’s movements. There is no 
external rest and security, but we 
are in constant danger of attacks 
and tribulations. But, on the other 
hand, so long as our watchword is 
Immanuel, God with us, we may 
have internal peace, and in a very 
real sense our lives are immortal un- 
til our work is done so long as we 
stay in the plan of God. God is 
eager to be our defense and refuge. 
He is waiting to give seasons of rest 
and refreshment, for he delights to 
break the weapons of the enemies 
and to send desolation among them. 

The outpouring of His gracious 
and manifold gifts is represented as 
a stream — a river that makes glad 
the City of God, and He has so or- 
dained that this river from His own 
sanctuary shall never be cut off, 
that our faith may rest firmly in 
Him. If our faith were as strong 
as our security is good, wo would 
need fear no combination of ene- 
mies, no revolutions in kingdoms 
and no convulsions in nature, but in 
the most tremendous dangers we 
might triumph in the fullest assur- 
ance of security and victory. “Be 
still and know that I am God.” 

God is not only a sure refuge and 
stronghold, but one easy of access 
when troubles come. There is little 
good in a fortress, however impreg- 
nable, if it is so difficult to reach 
that fugitive might be slain a hun- 
dred times before he was safe in it. 
But this high tower, which no foe 
can scale, can bo climbed at a 
thought, and a wish lifts him whose 
heart is right within its mighty 
walls. The psalmist speaks a deep 
truth, which has been verified not 
only in the life of David but in the 
spiritual life of all ages. 

Such in brief outline the exegesis 
of this 46th psalm. No single psalm 
is more completely identified with 
the crises that come in the lives of 


men and nations. 

We aim to emphasize the follow- 
ing lines of thought: 

1. To know God — be still and seek 
Him. 

2. To know God — be still and 
worship Him. 

3. To know God — be still and 
hear Him. 

4. To know God — be still and o- 
bey Him. 

So then, in the first place, to know 
God, be still and seek Him. “Thou 
art my God, early will I seek thee.” 
“Let all those that seek thee rejoice 
and be glad.” “Blessed are they 
that seek Him with the whole heart.” 
“Those that seek me early shall find 
me.” “I will seek him whom my 
soul loveth.” “Ye shall seek me and 
find me.” “Seek me and ye shall 
live.” “Seek ye first the Kingdom 
of God and His righteousness.” He 
is a rewarder of them that seek 
him.” The one condition in the 
text is to “be still.” Oh that men 
might learn to love quietude and 
know that He is God. To seek him 
then would be to find Him. Isaiah 
in calling the people to repentance, 
said: “In returning and rest shall 
ye be saved; in quietness and confi- 
dence shall be your strength.” When 
the Egyptians overtook the Children 
of Israel at the Red Sea Moses said: 
“Stand still and see the salvation of 
God.” Let us also remember Eli- 
jah’s journey to the cave of Horeb 
where he saw and heard and felt the 
earthquake, the tempest and the fire 
and how he laughed with glee for 
these were to his liking. Then came 
the still small voice and Elijah knew 
now that God was not in the earth- 
quake, and not in the fire and not 
in the wind. But it was so that, 
when he heard that voice, the very 
voice that speaks to your soul in 
your quiet moments, he wrapped 
his face in his mantle and learned 
for the first time in that silence that 
God is most truly discovered in the 
temple of one’s silent moments. And 
that day Elijah knew for the first 
time the reality of God whom he had 
been serving for years. To be still 
and then to seek God is to know 
that he is God. 

Let us be still and seek Him for 
sustenance. “The Lord is my shep- 
herd, I shall not want. He maketh 
me to lie down in green pastures; 
he leadeth me beside the still wa- 
ters.” Let us be still and seek Him 
for forgiveness, “He restoreth my 
soul.” Let us be still and seek Him 
for guidance, “He leadeth me in the 
paths of righteousness for his name’s 
sake.” Let us be still and seek Him 
for protection, “Yea though I walk 
through the valley and shadow of 
death I will fear no evil for thy 
rod and thy staff they ‘protect’ me.” 
Our first admonition to this class 
and to all is. To know God, be still 
and seek Him; thus you shall find 
Him a great God, the creator, the 
preserver, the savior, the redeemer, 
our loving Heavenly father who 
cares for us all, and we will be able 
to sing with more meaning than ev- 
er: God will take care of you what- 
ever betide, through every day, o’er 
all the way.” 

In the second place. To know God, 
be still and worship H’m. To know 
that He is God is all important. To 
worship Him is to know Him better. 
To worship God is to love Him. To 
love Him supremely is to serve Him 
fully. To worship God is to admire, 
to reverence, to hallow Him who 
made the world and all that therein 
is; Him who holds in his hands the 
destiny of men and nations, destiny 
of the world and the universe. “Let 
us remember that this life which we 
call ours is really God’s life, made 
a new debtor to Him in every breath 
that we breathe. 

The world in which we live is not 
our world. We are in God’s world. 
All is God’s and we are His. He is 
the first and the last; the beginning 
and the end ; He was and is and 
ever shall be the one to whom we 
owe our best adoration. To worship
